Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-14, 16-21 and 23-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U. S. Patent Application No. 2004/0198471 (Deeds). It appears that the Deeds 
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sender send priority commands that include the modality alert command. In claim 1, for example, 
the sender (e.g. the originating unit) directs the modality change in the receiving unit. In Deeds, the 
recipient unit controls the ring tone to Morse code translation. Moreover, the office action does not
